NEW LAND FOR CHICKENS 


Of the four main factors affect- 
ing the life of a hen—breeding, 
rearing, housing and feeding—prob- 
ably none of ‘them is as important 
aus rearing. True, if eggs are not 
bred into a hen, they cannot be fed 
out, but no matter how well bred 
a bird is, if it is not well reared, 
it is not likely to be profitable, and 
profit is the goal of most poultry 
men, On the other hand, unless 
housing and feeding( after matur- 
ity) have been very adverse to the 
bird, the fault can be corrected, and 
the flock brought state of 
profitableness, 

“Beginner's luck” is more or less 
a superstition, but applied to 
chicken-rearing, it. is almost a 
truism, if the man or woman, 
starting in with chickens on 
land, has ordinary “poultry sense”, 
he is almost sure to raise good,

a different life history, and are more 
| diffeult to control, as the eggs, must 
be eaten 
such as snails, slugs, ete., in which 
they partly develop, completing 
their development in the intestine 
of the fowl after it has picked up 
this intermediate host. 

Once a fowl has become infested 
with intestinal worms, it is a difficult 
matter to rid it of them, and the 
best remedy is prevention, which 
is to raise your chickens on new 
land,

TLE WITH ROYAL BANK FOR 
$1,800,000 FOR ITS CLAIM 
lak E.D. & B.C. RAIL- 


Edmonton, May 21.—Definite an- 
nouncement that an agreement had 
been reached between the province 
and the Roya] Bank for the settle- 
ment o fthe bank’s claim against 
the Dunvegan railway was made by 
Premier Brownlee in his statement 
on the northern railway situation 
before the legislature on Thursday 
afternoon. 

The premier told the house that 
the agreement provided for the pay- 
ment of the sum of $1,300,000 in re- 
turn for the common stock, held by 
the bank, and that this sum was 
payable in three instalments, $300,- 
000 in five years, $500,000 in seven 
years, and $500,000 in ten years, 
with interest at five per cent., or in 
the alternative a cash payment of 
$1,275,000. 

Lengthy correspondence made up 
the letters written by the premier 
to the federal minister of railways, 
Hon. Mr. Dunning( to the heads of 
the Canadian Pacific and Canadian 
National Railways, and to Premier 
King were read to the house. Those 
to the Ottawa ministers urged that 
the Dominion take over the Dunve- 
gan railway as a means of the 
furtherance of the immigration 
policy, while President Beatty and 
Sir Henry Thornton were asked to 
submit note offers for either the 
lease or the purchase of the railway. 

- Offer Road to Dominion 

In a second letter to Hon. Mr. 
Dunning, Hon. Mr. Brownlee quoted 
figures as a basis for negotiations 
should the Dominion government 
consider the buying of the line. A 
fair valuation of the railway, said 
the premier in his letter, is approxi- 
mately $17,472,994.34, and against 
this the province has guaranteed 
debentures totalling $9,420,000 pay- 
able in thirty years from date of 
issue and has also advanced other 
sums amounting to $9,388,456, mak- 
ing a total of $18,808,456. 

As a basis for consideration he 
suggested that the Dominion should 
(a) assume the liability for the pay- 
ment of the said guaranteed bonds 
of $9,420,000; (b) Issue debentures 
or other security payable on such 
terms as may be agreed upon for 
50 per cent. of the amount advanced 
by the province as above, $4,694,228; 
also that the Dominion government 
assume the security held by the 
Royal Bank, namely, $2,400,000 with 
accrued interest. 

Mr. Brownlee intimated that he 
had received a new offer from the 
Canadian Pacific for the operation 
of the line but he did not feel justi- 
fied in making it public until he had 
also heard from the other railway.

A Party Division 

The Bowen amendment was de- 
feated on party division and the 
Pearson amendment was carried on 
a similar division, 

The bill was subsequently given 
\its third reading as amended and 
finally passed, 

Before the arrival of the 
lieutenant-governor for prorogation 
the premier took occasion to refer 
to an article in a Calgary paper 
placing the blame on him for the 
delay on Friday. “The reason for 
the delay on Friday,” he explained, 
“was as a matter of courtesy to the 
Ottawa government who, I felt, 
should be apprised of the intended 
action and should be given sufficient 
time to reply if it so desired.” 

Premier Won't Retire 

He also touched on the reports 
which have been current that he in- 
‘tended retiring after the election 
to accept a position with the wheat 
pool. 

“I can say quite emphatically 
that I have no intention of retiring,” 
he declared amid applause from 
members on the government 
benches. 

At 545 the lieutenant-governor 
arrived and, after assenting to six 
bills prorogued, the sixth session 
of the fifth legislature of the proy- 
ince,
